NEW TYPE OF SUBMARINE | 
England Has Designs of Vessels Sa 
pabie of Crossing tre i 
Atlantic 
London, England.—Naval develop 
Melis of & retarkable naure are 
taking place under the cloak of great 
secrecy In the course of the next 
twelve months some astonishing de 
tails will become known regarding the} 
changes in warship types, but there 
will be none more notewor hy than the 
developmemst of the submar.ne 
An entirely new type of underwa‘er, 
craft, of considerable offensive power 
and capa of ss'ng the Atlantic at 


a high r ah F 1, is being built 
for the British navy 

These craft will carry gune, but ia 
addition they will have a_ broadside 
of torpedo tubes Hitherto under- 


water craft have only mounted a 
couple, or at the most three tubes 
The submarines of the E class were 
provided with four, but the newest 
vessels, it is understood, are designed 
to carry four twin 21-inch tupes, That 

to say, they will be able to fire 
eight torpedoes 

The displacement of the new ships 
s at present a matter of secrecy; in 
scme circles it is put at 1500 tons, 
in others much higher, but there is 
general agreement that the speed will 
not be less than twenty-five Knots on 
the surface, which is the speed of the 
torpedo-boat destroyer of eight years 
ago An armored belt and anth 
aircraft guns will be other features of 
he new type and they will, of course 
be driven by internal combustion en 
eines 

From this brief outline of the qual- 
ities of the new type it is at once 
apparent that the functions of the 
torpedo-boat destroyer are being 
usurped by the submarine 

It is not probable that the destroy 
er_will at once drop out of our shp 
building program The new vess:'s 
are at present experimental, and must 
remain so for a couple of years or 
more. 

In the meantime there are plans 
before the adiniralty for a new kint 
of destroyer, plans for whieh muy 
lead to an unprecedented move tn 
gard to the contracting for the huld 
ing of warships, and may give us a 
flotilla of above-water craft of a speed 
of forty knots and carryirg several 
heavy quick-firing guns specially 
mounted for use against air-craft 

Side by side with these new types 
of submarines there will be built 
number of small underwater vessels 
for purely coastal defense purposes 
The first of these, at present called 
the X, is being built by Scott's Ship 
building and Engineering Company at 
Greenock This is a craf: of only 
some 309 tons, with a surface specod 
een knots, similar to that of 
our earliest submarines 

More ships of each of 
will be allowed for in the forthcoming 
navy estimate

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An enthusiastic convention of the 
Conservatives of the Gleichen riding 
was held in the Opera House, Strath- 
more, on Saturday last. Over sixty 
delegates were present from all parts 
of the riding. 

Mr. J. J. Marshall, Gleichen, pre- 
sided over the Convention. 

Four names were placed in nomina- 
tion when nominations were called 


for. These were Messrs. Harold 
Ril the present representative, 
ij G. M McElroy, Dalroy; F. C. 


1 wes, Strathmore, and J. Campbell, 
Gleichen. 

The delegates were in favor of giv- 
ing Mr. Riley a unanimous nomina- 
tion, but he explained that he did 
not wish his name to go before them 
in the voting, as he had decided that 
it was in the best interest of the 

ty that he should contest Bow 
y Alley, They had good men 
‘before them other than himself whom 
they could choose. He would always 
be at their command whenever they 
wanted him, and would do all in his 
power to assist them throughout the 
coming campaign, but at the same 
time he urged them not to put his 
name forward. 

The delegates were hardiy to be 
dissuaded from nominating Mr. Riley 
again until he had assured them that 
this decision was irrevocable. 

Voting then took place on the three 
eandidates for the nomination. On 
the first vote it was found that Mr 
Campbell, Gleichen, was the low man, 
and his name was accordingly elim- 
inated, and preparations made to pass 
a second ballot between Messrs, Boles 
and McElroy. Before this was done, 
however, Mr. Boles stated that he 
wished to withdraw his nomination, 
and the nomination was therefore un- 
animously given to Mr. McElroy, who 
on taking the platform was greeted 
with enthusiastic cheers, 

Mr. McElroy, in a neat speech, said 
that he thanked them for their nomin- 
ation, and would do his utmost to 
justify the confidence they had _ re- 
posed in him in electing him their | 
standard-bearer, in the present fight. 
If elected he could assure them that 
he would give the constituency all the | 
service that he possibly could, in 
the Assembly and out of it. His only 
trouble was that he was not well ac- 
quainted with the electors in the 
southern and eastern part of the con- 
stituency, but he hoped to make their 
acquaintance before election time. He 
had been 22 years in this country, on | 
his homestead in the Dalroy district, 
and the reason he was not better* 
known throughout it was that he had 
been sticking closely to his farm husi- 
ness. The growth of the population 
in this district, in the past few years 
had been phenominal, and the dis- 
trict was greatly changed from the 
early days. He noted a few of the old- 
time faces, however, among the dele- 
gates at the Convention, During the 
past session he had had the pleasure 
of attending the session of the leyis- 
lature at Edmonton for a few days, 
and he was struck by the noble work 
that the seven members of the Opposi- 
tion did.

Harold Riley's Speech 


Mr. Riley, just prior to the ballot- 

ing for the nomination, delivered a 
vigorous attack on the administra- 
tion of the Provincial Government 
during the past three years, particu- 
larly with regard to their railway 
policy and the provincial control of 
natural resources. With regard to the 
policy of the Provincial control of 
natural resources, last year the legis- 
lature of Alberta had passed a resolu- 
tion calling for a conference between 
Premier Borden and the Premiers of 
\' ps: and Saskatchewan to consid- 
= ‘ev granting of their natural re- 
to the two Provinces. Dur-

ing the session just ended the Prem- 
ier had been asked where the resolu- 
tion, which was to have been 
forwarded to Premier Borden, was. 
The reply was—"It is in my 
office.” Those who had been in 
the Province for the past six or seven 
years would remember what the pol- 
icy of the Conservative party in the 
Province had been at that time. They 
wanted the Province to have control 
of its own natural resources The 
Liberals, on the other hand, declared 
that a grant of $375,000 per year, ris- 
ing as the population increased was 
in every way to be preferred to the 
provinces owning their own resources. 
This policy had been enunciated at 
the Liberal Convention in 1905, and 
still later in 1998. The Opposition in 
1908 moved a resolution calling upon 
Premier Laurier to hand over to the 
Province their natural resources. This 
wes defeated by the Liberals, who 
were really the servants and workers 
of the party at Ottawa. In 1911 there 
was a change of Government in Otta- 
wa. Borden was in favor of the na- 
tural resources being handed over to 
the provinees, while Laurier was not. 
Therefore we find that from Septem. 
ber, 1911, onwards the Liberals of Al- 
berta were in favor of Provincial con- 
trol. Prior to 1911 they were not. 
Would Premicr Borden be justified in 
handing over the natural resources of 
the Province to the present Provincial 
Government, who were only animated 
by motives of political expediency in 
asking for them. He was of opinion 
that the voters of this Province 
should thank heaven that the Liberal 
Government in Edmonton had not 
control of the Natural Resources, after 
the examples of incompetence they 
had given in the matters that they 
had handled. When a man like W. 
R. Clarke of, Kansas City, could get 
$7,400,000 of bonds guaranteed by the 
Government, what would they have 
done if they had the natural resources 
of this Province to give away. 


Railway Administration 

With regard to railways the Liberal 
party had been elected in 1909 on a 
platform which stated that they were 
going to overthrow the railway 
monopoly in Alberta. Had that mon- 
opoly been overthrown? At present 
the C.N.R. and the G.T.P. had the 
Government by the throat, and rail- 
Way mcnopo.y was worse in the north 
count'y than ever it had been. At 
present a railway called the Edmon- 
ton, Dunvegan, and British Columbia 
railway was being pushed ahead as 
far as the government could push it. 
It was a railway which passed very 
largely through swamps and muskegs, 
but it also tapped some rich timber 
land, the property of a Company 
principally composed of A, 8. Bur- 
rows, and Hon. Clifford Sifton, bro- 
ther of the Premier, These timber 
concessions were given in 1902, when 
it was thought that the Grand Trunk 
Pacific main line would pass through 
that country, but afterwards that 
route was found impracticable by the 
engineers, end the G.T.P. went 
through the Yellowhead Pass, Thus 
these timber limits were left too far 
from a railroad to be of any practical 
value. The new Edmonton and Dun- 
vegan line, would, however, make 
them very valuable indeed to their 
owners. It was an old charter which 
had been resusticated, and brought be- 
fore the house by Brother -Arthur, 
and now the road was being built as 
fast as it possibly could be. At the 
same time a thickly settled district in 
Southern Alberta was crying out for 
transportation, which had been prom- 
ised them for five years past, and 
some settlers were being forced to 
quit because they were too far away 
!from a railroad for them to sell their 
grain. 

During the last session of the house 


to the ‘the Conservatives had moved a reso- 


lution asking that in future no gov- 
evnment-guaranteed railroad should 
have any favors in the way of tax ex- 
jemptions, but this measure of justice 
had been turned down by the Govern- 
ment. 


Credit of the Province 

» At their Convention held in 1905 the 
Alberta Liberals passed a resolution 
declariig its belief that there could 
be no 1 ecessity for creating a national 
publie debt for the Province, Con- 
trast that with the conditions today, 
when they had a debt of nineteen mil- 
lion dollars. When autonomy was 
granted it was stated that the terms 
would obviatee any necessity for a 
public debt, 

As business men, if they engaged a 
man to run their business, or a set 
of men, and they had a job on the 
understanding that they would make 
the business pay its own way, and if 
after five years they had incurred a 
debt of $19,000,000, they would be 
pretty soon fired when the boss came 
back to review the situation, He be- 
lieved that this was what would hap- 

en to the Liberals this election, they 
would be fired, 

Premier Sifton has stated that the 


eredit of the Province ranked as high 
as any in Canada. He would not pro- 
duce proof. 

\ dispatch from London, which he 
quoted, stated that the Province had 
to pay 5% per cent. on their treas- 
ury bonds for a six months’ term. 
Probably no other province in Can- 
ada was paying more than 4% per 
cent. for the same class of bonds, and 
eastern industrial corporations could 
market their securities at a similar 
price. The price that Alberta was 
paying was the result of having an in- 
competent administration in power. 
The credit of the Province had been 
shattered throughout the Old Country 
‘and througliout the Dominion. The 
stigma attached to the rule of the Sift- 
on administration would never be re- 
‘moved until they were driven from 
power. The Government had placed 
the Province in a position of ridicule 
in the eyes of the world in respect of 
their actions, especially in the A. & G. 
W. case. 

At the close of his speech Mr. Riley 
was loudly cheered, and by an en- 
thusi:stic vote the convention ex- 
pressed ticir confidence in him, to 
which M Riley replied, assuring 
them of his assistance whenever they 
needed hin.

An enthusiastic convention of the 
Conservatives of the Gleichen riding 
was held in the Opera House, Strath- 
more, on Saturday last. Over sixty 
delegates were present from all parts 
of the riding. 

Mr. J. J. Marshall, Gleichen, pre- 
sided over the Convention. 

Four names were placed in nomina- 
tion when nominations were called 
for. These were Messrs. Harold 
Ril the present representative, 
sf G.M McElroy, Dalroy; F. C. 
Strathmore, and J, Campbell, 
Gleichen. 

The delegates were in favor of giv- 
ing Mr. Riley a unanimous nomina- 
tion, but he explained that he did 
not wish his name to go before them 
in the voting, as he had decided that 


it was in the best interest of the 
ty that he should contest Bow 
» Alley, They had good men 


‘before them other than himself whom 
they could choose. He would always 
be at their command whenever they 
wanted him, and would do all in his 
power to assist them throughout the 
coming campaign, but at the same 
time he urged them not to put his 
name forward. 

The delegates were hardly to be 
dissuaded from nominating Mr. Riley 
again until he had assured them that 
this decision was irrevocable. 

Voting then took place on the three 
candidates for the nomination. On 
the first vote it was found that Mr. 
Campbell, Gleichen, was the low man, 
and his name was accordingly elim- 
inated, and preparations made to pass 
a second ballot between Messrs. Boles 
and McElroy.
